Dear Bill (Veach), Alan (Anthony), Eric (Newman) and Syd (Martin) 6-30-2005 

Please find enclosed copies of some photographic plates I put together, as an 
aid in writing the paper, “Virginia Counterfeits, Forgeries and Facsimiles Only 
Alan, Syd and I have signed on as authors but it would be great if we all were to 
put this paper out. Let me know your thoughts. 

I personally photographed most of the coins on the enclosed plates, except those 
from Jim Spilman and ebay. AA means Alan’s coins, RAM are my coins and the 
rest are self evident. The coins are in no particular order on each plate. The 
actual images used in the paper will be improved upon greatly, so please don't 
be distracted at the need for the images to be adjusted. What I tried to do was 
group the fakes into electrotypes and casts. You will note that all the 
electrotypes look exactly the same, whether they have the word “copy” stamped 
on them or not - or the word “Becker” on the edge. Some are the tokens 
provided by Time as a promotional gimmick back in the 1960 s. 1) Does anyone 
have any information on this promotion by Time Magazine? 2) What variety 
would you call this? 

The casts (some may be electros also) are grouped based on variety. You will 
note the 7-Ds all look the same, as do the 22-Ss and 23-Qs. However, there is 
one fake I got from Eric which is lower grade. 3) I ask your help in attributing it. 

It is on a separate plate 4) I would also ask you to check on my other 
attributions and provide agreement (or not) that the groups on each plate 
represent the same coin. 

5) Finally, I would ask if you know of any other casts or electrotypes of other 
varieties that have been produced. Photos would be good, but pending getting 
photos, just knowing there are certain fakes out there is important. I have 
approached PCGS to see if they have a grouping of fake Virginians that have 
been submitted to them over the years (and that they have retained) that they 
would be willing to let me photograph. We will see. 

I did break out all my slabbed Virginians last week and plan to photograph them 
in the near future. Therefore, the poor quality “plates” previously provided will 
undergo a MAJOR upgrade. I am also re-looking at my attribution guides They 
may be needlessly complex and a slight misalignment tends to send one off in 
the wrong direction. I major rethinking is needed. I am not intellectually ready to 
do this at the moment. 6) My final question to Bill is - is the Ford 3-F, for which I 
previously provided you images, what you called a 3-L1? The F is clearly not the 
F in the Newman plate. Individual comments to follow.

The disagreements will have to be worked out through a study of the 
coins. 

I also wanted to touch base with you on the update of the 1781 
paper. I was thinking of submitting it around December but would be 
more than willing to hold off if you need more time to review it. Just 
let me know. Thank you for all your past support and help!!
